CHIEF RABBI AND WAR MEMORIAL. 


We reported last week, and alluded to in this column, the strong 
protest made by the CHtkr RABBI against the Ministers’ Pension 
Scheme adumbrated by the War Memorial. But we refrained from 
recording a regrettable incident that followed, because in our view 
the publication of such a happening is not in the communal interests. 
None the less, itis a fact that an occurrence such as we describe 
marked the preceedings, with the Cuikr RABBI taking a prominent 
part in it. This its by no means the first time that Dr. Hertz has 
found himself in a like unhappy position. For some years now ther ° 
has scarcely been a meeting of the War Memorial that has not been 
similarly marred, nor in fact of any other institution in which both 
the War Memorial and the CHIEr Rapet have been concerned. We 
are not for a moment suggesting upon whom should be visited the 
blame for this unfortunate state of affairs. We should imavine 
that neither side in the kind of guerilla contest that has so long 
proceeded ought to be wholly free from condemnation, and if only lay- 
men were involved much as such public bickering might be deplored 
it would be totally different in importance and in the effects that 
are bound to ensue if allowed to continue unchecked, The Com- 
munity cannot view without misgiving the depreciation to which 
the Chief Rabbinate is subjected by being drawn into constant 
public altereations with those who hold positions of confidence in its 
midst. Itseems to us that Dr. HERTZ believes (whether rightly or 
wrongly does not for the nonce matter) that his authority as Chief 
Rabbi is in certain quarters being compromised of set purpose, 
and that his duty to his office demands the position he adopts; We 
Cannot believe that any leading man in the Community harbourg 
S80 futile and vain a notion or does not perceive that the well. 
being of Anglo- Jewry is bound up with the proper support of the 
Oflice Dr. HERTZ holds. Equally beside the mark is it for anyone 
to think that the Cuier Rasp desires unduly to assert his author ity 
or his influence in lay matters, or that his one care is not for the 
Rabbinate with all that is thereby implied and that is dependent 
upon it. Be that, however, all as it may, some means—we should 
recommend the most natural of a mutual heart to heart approach 
One to the other of the parties—must be devised for ending what-ig 
fast ‘approaching an altogether intolerable position, 
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Shechita in Britain. 


THe Deputies on behalf of the whole of the Jewish Community 
of the country may be relied upon to oppose by every means 
possible the Bill introduced into the House of Commons by Me, 
NOEL BUXTON which will have the effect of making Shechi/a illegal 
in England and Wales—and a like measure that has been submitted 
referring to Scotland. The motives that animate those responsible 
for these legislative proposals are doubtless of the highest and the 
purest. They think only of the inhumaneness that is inflicted upon 
dumb creatures, who are killed for human food by the present 
methods most generally im use, and they suppose a considerable 
amount of suffering to animals would be avoided if the so-called 
humane killer were compulsorily employed. There is abundant 
evidence however. on the contrary, that the Jewish method of slaving 
by the severance of-the main artery in the neck of the animal ts, 
if anything less painless, and certainly involyes very much 
less violence than do either the captive bolt or the pole-axe methods. 
Moreover, there are other considerations to be borne in mind. 
There is the question of the nature of the meat produced by the 
alternative killings and the relative safety of the operations to 
human beings. The Jewish practice has in its favour a vast 
amount of irrefragable scientific and practical approval. The 


weakness of Shechitu is solely in the preparatory process of casting. 


About that there is so little doubt that the Shechita Board has for 
years been straining every nerve, so we are told, to find an apparatus 
that will obviate anything in the way of cruelty or violence to the 
doomed beast. There is, it is good to think, no small ground for 
hope that a device, now under the consideration of the Board, may 
prove acceptable in this respect. But those who are so earnestly 
anxious to shield animals from inhumaneness must surely have some 
regard for the undoubted pain they will inflict upon Jews who 
desire to obey the Jewish law, if Shechita is prohibited; and that 
pain, be it said, will not be only with those who will suffer the 
deprivation of meat food that orthodox Jews will have to endure. 
There is something much more important. P rohibitjpn of Sheciata 
will imply, and, we know most undeservedly, a mark of “cotide mnation 

f Jews for inconsiderateness to animals. That is an offence than 


hath none could be more foreign to the Jewish nature or less in 


accord with all Judaism teaches. We Jews will, it is to be hoped, 
unite in resisting to our utmost any such slur upon the name we are 
proud to bear. 


Jews and Aviation. 


THe remarkable feat accomplished by Mr. Levine, the first 
assenger to cross the Atlantic, will surely evoke quips more or less 
relevant to the supposed disposition of Jews to roam the air in 
spirit. We are often called Lufticuschen, a not surprising part for 
wanderers, as Jews have so long been over the face of the Earth, 
to fill. But Mr, Levine's courage and enterprise will not be over- 
looked, and many must have. been surprised when they learnt 
that a Jew had manifested the physical bravery needed for such a 
journey as he undertook and the manner in which he made 
it. Mr. Levine has always since a boy been enthusiastic about 
aviation, and he is to be congratulated on having so brilliantly 
justified lis early proclivity. Nor has it been only in the personal 
risk involved that Mr. LEVINE has shown his deyotion to the art. 
He has deeply financed the building of aeroplanes, and the holding 
of contests in the air. Another Jew Mr. DANIEL GUGGENHEIM, of 
New York, has also.done much to encourage aviation lately, and 
like Mr. LEVINE, has shown the catholicity of Jewish interests. 
That perhaps is one of the secrets of the success Jews so frequent ly 
attain,

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


A Coming Conference. 


By Mentor. 


N a few weeks the Conference of Jewish Ministers—I beg their 
pardon, Jewish Preachers—is to assemble. It ought to bea 
gathering of much importance. Its influence cn Anglo- 
Jewry religiously, ought to be far reaching. I doubt whether 

many of those who will take part in the deliberations of the Con- 
ierence are fully seized with the potentialities inherent init. After 
all, we Jews placed as we are, form a religious Community—that is, 
i Community bound together by a common religion, however loose 
and casual the bond may be, and however vast the differences of 
religtous belief which the bond comprises. To the great majority 
of English as of all Jewries the world over—and even Palestine 


cannot In this respect yet be excepted—the word Jew connotes a. 


religious adherent, if it be but an adhesion, religiously observed, to 
the Community. And our Preachers skimmed off from the mitiistry 
lor the purposes of the Conference have Jargely in their hands the 
religious well-being or ill-being of the Jews in the British 
limptre. If 1] were one of them 1} should feel the responsibility of 
takiiurg part in the coming Conference to be an onerous as well 
us a& sacred responsibility. Some of the preachers- and by no 
ineans the least prominent of them—with whom IT have had the 
privilege of conversing on the matter, view the Conference far 
differently, To them it is essentially a’ sort of social re-union, 
designed for the purpose of making preachers the better known to 
each other and of “exchanging notes,’ as one of them put it to me; 
ol. course not thinking of notes for pulpit delectation. Most of 


them are anxious however. that ‘the preachers shall make. 


au good show,” and impress the. public with their virtues and 
attairnments—I am writing, to be sure, of those to whom IL have 
spoken. ‘The real purpose which should be served by the coming 
Conference | have not heard any preacher allude to. It does not 
seém to have entered into the calculations of such as those whose 
views I have had the advantage of hearing. 


During the last few weeks there has appeared in the columns of 
this paper an animated discussion on The Position of Ministers. It 
has drawn disputants of varying views and shows signs of « ontinuing, 
The Rey. A. A. Green, who is evidently, and rightly, a keen and care. 
ful student of THe JEwisH CHRONICLE, based his singularly able and 
thoughtful address at Jews’ College a few days ago on the topic. |. It 
is not my purpose to rehearse the arguments that have been 
advanced, or, indeed, to controvert any of them. From some aspect 
or the other, | suppose almost all that have been cinployed are more 
or less tenable. If, however, | may be permitted a word upon the 
question, it is that, if seems to me, the real problem is not the 
position of Ministers among us, but the position of the Anglo-Jewish 
Ministry. ‘This is no mere play of words. It is no mere toying with 
aphrase. It goes, I submit, to the very root of the matter. Because 
the failare on the part of Ministers has conspicuously been that they 
have always bent their minds to the consideration of their position as 
affecting them personally, to the exclusion of the wider and much 
more important problem in which, to be sure, their position is 
involved in every minute particular—the position of the Ministry, 
it is reminiscent of the old saw: ‘Take care of the pence and 
ihe pounds will take care of themselves. (‘reate for the Anglo- 
Jewish Ministry a worthy and proper position in the Com- 
munity, and the position of every individual Minister is certainly 
assured. Who shall say to-day that the Anglo-Jewish Ministry holds 
the place it should in Anglo-Jewry? I do not indulge in anything 
of the nature of the ideal in this matter, and having regard to the 
Community as a whole, and particularly its disposition towards 
‘verything that is specifically Jewish—bearing in mind its worship 
of wealth as compared with its appreciation of learning, its respect 
‘or Motor-car herse power as compa red withforce of soul or intellect— 
! do not suppose that the Ministry as a vocation will ever be rated 
os high as that of a Banker or a Stockbroker, or a Minister as high 
os a Millionaire. But I do think thata Ministry such as we possess, 
manned asit is by those who in many respects compare most 
lavourably with the Ministers of any denomination, should have 
occorded to it a status at least as elevated as say that of men 
engaged in vocations which, even among their friends and acquaint: 
vnces, are referred to invariably by some euphemism, There is no 
heed for me to write more narrowly. 


Now it seems to me that the coming Conference will provide a 
folden opportunity, if rightly employed, fox examining into the 
Causes that are responsible for the position which the Ministry 
occupies in the Community. Thexe will be those, I doubt not, who 


Will object to such an investigation. I can quite understand the 
Chief Rabbi, for instance. urging that no controversial subject shall 
be undertaken at the Conference. Thatis the w ay with Ecclesiastical 
heads, be they Rabbis or Bishops or Moderators or what. They 
have a natural disposition to prefer dry bones, which do not give 
any very great trouble or raise difficult questions, rather than living 
tissue that may be a nuisance, But comfort and ease and quie. 
may be purchased too dearly; and Ministers will acquire them at # 
usurious price if for their sake they neglect, when in conference, to 
look at things as they are with their profession, and determine at 
least to discover why it is at the low ebb it occupies in the general 
estimate of Anglo-Jewry. For it is because of the status accorded 
to the profession that Ministers have to endure a starvation wage. 
That is why they are bound to a life alternating between the bullying 
of prominent members of their Congregation and their even more 
galling “ patronage.’ That is why the profession is spurned by so 
many inen of talent and ability, spiritual as well as mental, who 
despise it, and rejecting it become—anvything else. I have no inten- 
tion of forestalling in the least the discussion of the subjeét T am 
urging the coming Conference to engage in, but TE would venture to 
point out some of the pitfalls into which the Conference may be led 
on the question, I do not for instance for a moment believe that 
there is anything frfnherent in the calling of Minister to aceount 
for such a condition of affairs in the Ministiyv as we all deplore. 
Of course there are drawbacks and trials and disad: antages with 
Which the profession is bound up. But there is. | suppose, no walk 


of life in which the same thing is not present. Aly. Wickbnin Steed, 
the late Editor of TIMES, was speaking n iittle while aro, ana 
described an Editor's life as a dog's life-—only, he acded, the dog 


likes it! And given a liking for the Ministrv. in other. words. the 
spiritual aspiration without which no man should veuture to enter 
it—well, it may be a dog's life, but if the dog likes it there is

If the Conferenc: is permitted to do So it will surely exp'ere, 
in search for the reasons far this paucity of. status and the 
betterment that can be effected, what occurs to me ous a very 
obvious road. The members of the Conference will surely ask 
themselves whether their position is not an anoma’ 
a sure source of such trouble as that indicated. Will any of 
them, lodking matters straight and clearly in the face, be able 
to deny that they are at the very centre of a communal anonials 
which, as things are, thev themselves are constant! deepening 
and fostering? If a preacher. denounces in the. pulpit conduct 
which he has to wink at in his Warden, there is a gross anomaly. 1 


was speaking not long ago to a Minister, who told’ me some of the 
troubles of his position. Among them was the bother he breught 
about his head by preaching one day on the necessity, the bounden 
duty, of Sabbath observance. His effort to obtain a more general 
respect for the Fourth Commandinent was promptiy mei by 
the protest of an influential member who plaved golf on Sabbath 
afternoon, and saw no harm in doing so. He was sure the Miuister 
by his sermon meant to “dig ’—that was his: word—at him. The 
Warden so far backed up the protest by telling the Minister that 
however justified he was in theory, in practice he was very tactless. 
What was poor Warden to do, I should like to know, in face of 
the withdrawal by the Golfing Israelite of heavy donations to a 
constantly deficit Synagogue? After all we must allow human 
nature even in Wardens... And I quote this instance because it is, I 
think, typical of the anomalous position of the average Minister to 
the average congregation. He has to preach much of what he is 
far from convinced about himself, to congregants who he kuows will 
(and who, to tell the truth, he expects to) regard bis doctrine as 
what the preacher's oftice binds him to sav, but which further 
than that the Congregation need not bother about. Nor coes this 
anomalous condition crop up here and there. It is all-pervading 
and general. From Dr. Hertz dowa to the humblest Minister, all in 
present circumstances are bound to a religious position they dave not 
defendagainst those who will have none, or but little, of it, beeanse they 
know that their defence of it Would mean offence, if directed logically, 
There is no sacrosanct class among Jews. Ministers are not more 
and should not be less holy than their Congregatiows. It is not 
possible then for the Ministry to hold itself high in the esteem of 
the Community, or maintain for itself a high status when there is 
the yawning gulf that is so evident between what the preachers 
are paid to preach and the congregants are by concensus of opinion 
expected to accept. There must exist a terrible state of anomalous- 
ness when a twentieth-century preacher is-compelled to talk in the 
language of perhaps the tenth century to a congregation who deem 
it a duty to press forward, not in thought so much as in action, to 
the twenty-first century, because they think they must go one beiter 
than their fellow citizens in the average. But that is no reason 
why the preacher shall officially expect his congregants to have their 
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religious being ten c nturies ago, while he himself has the most 


obvious up-to-date aspirations. There is bound to be sham and 


make-believe, compromise and humbug—and these are sufficient 
and to spare to account for a protession which literally wallows im

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI. 


CCCXCVI.— Jewish Names. 


My Dear Cousin, 
The other day I was speaking to a man who, when the fashion for changing 


james was in progress, had followed the fashion, and he was at pains to set 


forth his reasons. The principal consideration with him was that while 
is family had been in this country for generations, they were saddled with 
». foreign-sounding name, and in his judgment that was a disability which 
weighed hardly upon him, and for which there was no real ne cessity. Had 
he borne a specifically Jewish sounding family name he would not, he declared, 
hve minded, since he had no wish to hide the fact that he was a Jew. But 
hearing a name which pointed rather to Polish origin, he, an Englishman 
horn and bred of the third generation, did not see why he should not change 
that toa more English-sov nding name. 

He put his case with all sincerity, and I could not help fecling that 
‘here was something init. For I recalled that one effect of Jewish wanderings 
throughout Europe was to provide Jews with names very much like those 
ot their Gentile neighbours. One may ‘say that since the destruction of 
the Jewish state the pages of Jewish history are full of names which have 
nothing Jewish about them. In the writings of Jose phus, for example, 
‘ll manner of names occur—Hebrew, Assyrian, Roman, Greck and even 
Persian. In the early Middle Ages, in France and Ge rmany where Jews 
‘ived in large numbers, records are still extant referring to such names of 
Jews 4s Priscius, Armentarius, side by side with purely Jewish names. In 

many of the records of Jewish martyrs who suffered death at the hands of 
the crusading hordes, names such as Dietrich, Heinrich, Suesskind, Liverman, 
delheid and Agnes are all recorded. The Greek form Kalonymos, which 
later became Kalman, wes borne by a medieval synagogue poet of no small 
merit. Sometimes, too, the Hebrew name was Latinized—Chayim became 
Vives; in Eastern Europe the Hebrew names took on Polish form— Joseph 
became Yoshke. 

it has been pointed out that the practice of calling children by the 
names prevalent in the country in which Jews lived generally commenced 
with the upper classes, and spread downward. As a rule, too, Jows bore 
iwo names, one for synagogue purposes specitically Hebrew in character, 
and the other for use in everyday life. Strangely enough, in marriage docu- 
ments and in letters of divorce both names had to be mentioned, In regard 
to the synagogue name, also, the Rabbis of the Talmud had enunciated the 
rule that in choosing Biblical names for children, only the names of good 
characters should be adopted. As the Talmud itself asks, Have you ever 
heard of a father who called his son Pharaoh or Sisera or Sennacherib? On 
the other hand, thousands of parents call their sons Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, 
and so on. None the less, in an old martyrology of the Jewish community 
of Worms one lady’s name is given as Athalia (NOW MIAISIAS NVOsSw 
OY and the Rabbis of the seventeenth 
century expressed no small wonder at the occurrence of a name which 
recalled a thoroughly bad woman. 

The story of Jewish names is full of curiosities, and one of the most 
interesting perhaps is that the form of the Hebrew name as pronounced by 
(Christians eventually continued among Jews themselves. Thus, in Germany, 
Israel became Isserlein; Moshe became Moeshel, Moesgin, Moske or Moellin; 
Solomon became Salman; and Samucl became Semmel. Needless to add, 
many names of this kind gave rise to difficulties which had their root in izno- 
rance ; Herz or Hertz is a case in point. Readers of the Hebrew original 
iin the Book of Genesis will remember that in Jacob's Blessing his son Naphtali 
was compared to a swift hind: ‘ Naphtali is a hind let loose ; he giveth 
forth goodly words.” In German, as students of that language will knowi 
Lind is ‘* Hirsch,” the medieval form of which was “ Hirz.”’ When in later 
days the connection between Hirz and Hirsch was forgotten or overlooked, 
liirz was proniounced Herz, and the latter became not only a first name, 
hut also a family name. Another instance of the same kind may be found 
connected with the name of Judah, who again in Jacob’s Blessing is compared 
toalion. Accordingly, not only Loewe, but also Leo, Leon and Leone became 
irst names, 

With regard to Jewish family names it is difficult to establish precisely 
when these first came into use. Jt would seem that for centuries Jews had 
only what may be termed first names ; it was Moses ben Jacob, or Isaac the 
son of David, or, to be even more precise, Solomon the son of Moses the son of 
Abraham, indicating an origin extending to three generations instead of two,

But towards the end of the eighteenth century governmental ordinances 
were first promulgated, according to which Jews were obliged to adopt 
some family name. ‘The famous imperial rescript dated July 23, 1783, of 
Joseph TT, Emperor of Austria, set the fashion in this matter. Henceforth 
Jews in Austria, and yery soon after Jews in all parts of Germany, were 
obliged to provide themselves with a family name. The line of least resis- 
tance, as may be imagined, was to adopt the name of the town or villaue of 
one s upbringing ; many (.erman names which to-day plav a not 
part in the lite of Germany, had their origin in this cause. The Rosenbergs, 
Reriiners, Poseners. Oppenheimers, and hundreds of others are cases in point, 
It should, however, be remembered that this was an ancient practice, one 
eatily intelligible. In Anglo-Jewish history we come across Isaac of York, 
Abrahem of Lincoln, Leo of Milkstreet. Isaac of Southwark, and so forth. 
The edict of Joseph I merely made this tendency permanent, 

Other family names grew out of personal characteristics, once more an 
“intelligible cause, We come across in records of all kinds Big Jacob and 
Little Jacob, Itzig the Red. Jonas Junior. Moses without Arms. Deudone 
Turntoes (an Anglo-Jewish worthy), Vives the Tall, Joseph the Black, and 
Manasser the Jolly. Sometimes, too, a man’s profession appeared in hig 
name: Solomon the Leach, Isaac Medicus, Menachem the Seribe and 
Aaron the Rich. Among English Jews in the Middle Ages animal names 
are also found as family names. Leo is very popular, but. there are also 
recorded Abraham Le hat and Josceus 

As a rule, Jewish hoys rece ived t he ir names on the dav on which they 
were admitted into the Covenant, and girls the first Sabbath after their 
birth, when their father was called to the 7-25. In some congregations 
down to this very day the child is herself broucsht ..’o the svnagouue for the 
purpose of be ing viven a name, Sometimes the name ven 1s only in Hebre W, 
sometimes it is in Hebrew and in the vernacular. It would seem that there 
is no fixed rule in regard to this. Jewish love of children is evidenced in. the 
large number of diminutives appended to first names both for boys and girls, 
This is particularly strikine in a consideration of Jewish names in Germany. 
For girls the curious will find Gimechen, Schonlin, Perlin, Roslin, Merlin, 
Pesslin ; and for boys Yaekel, Ensel, Yudel and Laemmlein. 

Another Jewish custom of later growth is not to give children the names 
of living people, but preferably those of dead relatives. It is a common 
experience, therefore, to find a man called Moses ben Joseph, and his son 
Joseph ben Moses. So ingrained has the practice become that it has grown 
into a veritable superstition. 

One of the most interesting chapters in connection with names is name 
changes, The outstanding reasons for such a course. were either physteal or 
moral. <A wicked man was induced to change his name in the hope that the 
new name would provide him with better moral qualities. The Talmud also 
suggests that a change of name may bring chanve of luck, and quotes the 
case of Abram being changed into Abraham and Sarai into Sarah. In case 
of illness a man’s name was somet mes changed in the hope that he would 
recover. Lastly, there should be mentioned the mystical invention cf te 
Kabbalists in regard to names. They taught that a man shonld ¢} cos> a 
verse from Holy Writ, the first letter and the last letter of which corresponded 
with the first and last letters of his name, They assign as a reason for this 
proposal that when a man dies the angel Dumah inquires of his name, and 
if he has assiduously learnt by heart the Bible verse as preseribed, he will 


not forget what to answer,

Anti-Semitic Excesses in Bucharest. 


Government's Warning. 
[From our Correspondent.] BERLIN, 


Anti-Semitie excesses have again occurred in the strects of Bucharest, 
according to reports that have reached here. It is said that groups of 
Cuzist students, armed with sticks, attacked all persons of Jewish 
appcar ince whom tl Cy met in the main thorouchfares. Many people 
vere injured, although no sericus casualties have so far been reported. 
It was found necessary to call out the gendarmes, who, aftera severe 
Birusgle, made fifteen arrests. 

The Government has issued a statement to the effect that all further 
attcmpts at disorder would be energetically suppressed. Students ‘are 
warned that in the event of tresh attacks’ on the public they will be 
brought before a military court. 

The formation of the new Roumanian Cabinet with’ Mr. Barbu 
Stirbey as Premicr and Minister of the Interior, and Mr. Lupu as 
Minister of Education, has been well received here. The Jews are 
delighted that the earlier reports that Deputy Cuza was joining the 
Cabinet proved untrue. Mr. Lupu is a warm friend of the Jews, and he 
has always defended the Jewish Cause against the Anti-Semitic students. 
iie.is the leader of the Peasant’s Party. 


‘Lhe petition addressed to Queen Marie, signed by 30,000 Americans, 
appealing to her to exercise her influence in favour of the Minorities in 
ionmania has been received in Bucharest through the Roumanian 
Ambassador in Washington, according to the ADEVERUL. The petition 
says, infer alias“ We take this opportunity to express our wish that your 
Majesty take under your protection the Minorities in Roumania who are 
at present treated unkindly—namely, the Catholic Roumanians, the 
Protestants, the Jews and the Baptists.” 3

Verse 6. “Take the Levites . . . andcleansethem.” When the 
account of the installation of the Levites into their office is compared 
with that of the priests (ixodus xxix.) important differences are notice- 
able. No sacred oil was used for the anointing of the former; they were 
not sprinkled with the blood of the sacrifices; nor were they invested 
with special robes. The basic distinction was this: the priests under- 
went a ceremony of consecration, whereas the Levites submitted to a 
process of purification. To carry out their duties they had to be in a 
state of ritual purity. 

Verse 7. To secure ceremonial cleanliness the Levites had first to 
be sprinkled with “the water of purification.” The Jewish com- 
mentators are doubtless correct in identifying this with the water 
mingled with the ashes of the red heifer (Numbers xix.). The object was 
to remove the defilement which had, perhaps unwittingly, been contracted 
by being under the same roof as a corpse. 

After this sprinkling, a razor was passed “over all their flesh.” Hair- 
offerings play a prominent role in primitive rites and are found among 
numerous races. There are some scholars who consider that the shaving 
of the Levites was for the purpose of making a sacrifice of the hair, and 
since the hair was a part of the body, this offering was symbolical of the 
offering of self to the Deity. (See verse 21, “Aaron offered them for a 
sacred gift before the Lord”). But there is no mention that the hair was 
burnt asa sacrifice. The clue to the correct understanding of the 
ceremony is provided by Herodotus (II. 37) who informs us that the 
Egyptian priests used to shave their bodies every other day as a rite of 
purification. On the same grounds a leper (Leviticus xiv., 8) and a 
Nazirite (Numbers vi., 9) had to shave the head, because the hair was a 
part of the body where impurity lingered. 

Finally the clothes had to be washed, just as happened with the 
whole community prior to the Revelation at Sinai (Exodus xix., 14), 
because dirt was unseemly in a holy place. 

Verse 8. But the purification had not only to be physical and 
Ceremonial. A sin-offering was sacrificed to obtain expiation for wrong- 
floing and make them at one with God. 

Verse 11. The installation was completed when Aaron offered the 
Levites “for a wave-offering.” The term is used in connection with 
~— parts of the peace-offerings (Levit. vii., 30ff.), which, after being 
‘waved before the Lord,” became the perquisite of the priests. So here

true test of the faithfulness of his soul. Such are the qualities we find among 
the truly great, the thought of whose untiring service for their fellows calls 
forth the glad admiration of our hearts, These are the saints on earth, the 
noble souls in whom we take delight (Psalm xvi,, 3). If these names were 
not on the roll of history, the record of mankind would be a dreary thing, 
Had their voices been silent, time would have had no music in its course, 
These souls we measure not by their success but by their worth. Had thete 
striving ended in utter failure, we should love them still. For these true 
leaders of mankind wield over us a double power of rebuke and prophecy.

JUBILEE CELEBRATION. 


Tributes to the Rev. J. F. Stern. 


A vice in celebration of the of the Kast London 
Was held Sunday alternoon 


Prior to the service com- 
niemoration tablets were unveiled in the Hall of the Svnavogue. 
and a Jubilee Reeord. and Album were presented to the Hon. Offi ers. 

Mr. J. A-SamMvue, one of the wardens, in calling upon Alderman Croves 
to unveil the tablet recording the gift of window 
fellow-workers of their minister, the Kev. J.P. Stern, referred to the many 
tributes Mr. Stern had received f1 ym those who were not members of the 
Jewish faith, but who had Crome rously contributed a handsome token of yood 
fellowship towards the congregation on the occasion of its juhilee. 

Aldermen W. Groves, O.BE., in acc pting the invitation, referred 
to the generous and immediate desire of the non-Jewish friends and fel 
workers of the Rev, J. F. Stern to pay testimony to his work in Fast London. 
Mr. Stern had been intimately associated for the last forty years in the working 
af al administration. in poor haw relict, it) ial. educational and 
other activities in the district. He knew Mr. Stern to be a man of mativ 
excellencies and wise administrator, \lways ready to help and con. 
tribute a kind word or action, Mr. Stern was held in the createst esteem and 
aliection by members of all denominations. 

Mr. Groves then unveiled the Tablet. 

Mr. kK. Norpen, 2 warden and president of the Svnayoyue Burial Society, 
invited Mr, Leonard L. Cohen to unveil the second tablet. commemoratiny 
the Jubilee of the Svnagoune. the Foundation Stone of which was laid by 
his father, Mr. Lionel Louis Cohen, fifty-one years ago. Among all the 
leaders of that day who had taken ‘a prominent part in the erection of the 
Svnagogue, which was the first established in East London, and the first 
founded under the direct auspices of the United Synagogue, Mr. Lionel 
Cohen -was the one who did most to further the efforts of East London Jewry, 
and secure a dignitied blouse of Worship in that district of the Weteo- 
polis, Mr. Leonard Cohen wes welcomed and invited to unveil the tablet 
not only because they wished to bear tribute to the memory of his father, 
but because th Vv desired to express the cratitude to him for the man: years 
of devoted labour he had given to the service of the Jewish poor in the onerous 
pasition of President of the Jewish Board of Guardians, 

Mr. Leonarp L. Cones, in accepting the invitation, siid_ that 
Mr. Norden had referred. in very generous and eloquent terms to the 
connection of his (Mr. Cohen's) late father with that synagogue and he 
had told them of the acknowledgment paid by the Board of Management 
to the services he had rendered at that time. It was owing fo that 
hereditary connection that the privilege had been conferred upon him 
(Mr. Cohen) of taking a prominent part in that day's proceedings, a com- 
pliment he valued very much. There could not be many there that day 
who remembered the cyents of 1877, He quite well recollecicd, however, 
that his father would occasionally ride down carly in the day to attend 
the morning service to see how the synagogue was getting on. In this 
and other ways he had shown that his interest in ‘the Stepney Synagogue 
did not cease with the consecration of the building.. ‘The Jews of the 
Metropolis owed much to the United Synagogue, initiated by his father and 
afew other far-sceing men, who had worked with him in its inception, 
The East London Synagogue had done a great deal in the course of its 
fifty years of life to enhance the reputation of that body. Not content 
with being merely the spiritual centre of a large and densely populated 
area, it had become. and had remained, the focus of bencticent activity 
from which had radiated many schemes of social service of no mean 
order. The hopes of the founders had been more than realised. <As 
Vresident of the Jewish Board of Guardians, his father, always a man of 
vision, saw the needs of a district with which he had been so well 
acquainted. ‘That he had not used words of exaggeration in his reference 
to the good work which had centred in and around that building was 
borne out by the esteem in which its efforts were held by its non-Jewish 
neighbours, of which they had just been reminded by such a touching 
illustration. In the handbook of the Borough of Stepney the East 
London Synagogue was referred to as occupying the status of a Jewish 
cathedral, with all that that implied asa centre of religious endeavour and 
of the promotion of a high standard of public and private effort. This 
tribute which he was paying, and others which the Synagogue had received, 
could not have been earned without the inspiration and guidance of their 
revered minister, who was happily with them that day, but whom unfor- 
tunately they had shortly to lose in that capacity. lt was somewhiere said 
that for a man immersed in public life toearn a sobriquet from those with 
whom he wasin constant touch, was equivalent to the conferment of a 
title of distinction. Their friend Mr. Stern had been known, wrbi ef orbi, 
as the Jewish Bishop of Stepney, and this appellation, he was sure, he 
valued, as he ought todo, more than any mundane title. He had spent 
forty years in their service; doubtless he had had disappointments, but 
East London and the community at large had reaped a fine harvest as the 
result of his work. In conclusion, Mr. Cohen congratulated the Wardens 
and Board of Management on the completion of fifty years in the history 
of their Synagogue. 

Mr. Davip Harris, Hon. Sec. of the Ladies’ Guild, handed a copy of the 
Jubilee Record to Mr. Joel Hart. the Financial Representative, and thanked 
Mr. Hart, his colleagues, their ministers and their secretary in ithe name of the 
congregation for all that had heen done for the Synagogue under their guid. 
ance and by their united efforts. 

Mr. Hart, Financial Representative, gratefully received the 
mementoes of that day's jubilee celebration. He said they would be care- 
fully preserved among the archives of the congregation. None had laboured 
more strenuously to promote the welfare of the Synagogue than the com- 
mittee of the Ladies’ Guild, of which Mrs. Harris has been the president, 
and: Mr. Harris its Hon. Sec. since its inception. The gift of the children, 
he said, was a source of special gratification. Mr. Stern had spared himself no 
effort to bring the children under the influence of the Synagogue. The 
institution of children’s services had alway? engaged his special attention. ;

They had their own charities, 
and brought to their administration exemplary gencrosity and public 
Spirit. However, this great advance towards economic independence 
on the part of the masses had not been all gain. The grandchildren were 
not always an advance on the Children of the Ghetto, and to make 
this clearer he narrated the following experience of Mr. Granville 
Barker. During a recent American visit Mr. Barker was taking a 
walk on a Sunday afternoon in one of the outlying suburbs of New York. 
sjehind a hedge sat an Italian labourer with all the grime of the week on 
him, munching dark bread and reading with great intensity. Mr. 
caught a glimpse of the Book.

It was a cheap, well-thumbed edition of 
Dante's Divine Comedy. “The children of this man.” wrote Mr. 
Barker, “will probably be Americanised. They will be cleaner, and 
have better waves and cat daintier food, and perhaps have élcetric licht 
in their houses. But, will they sit behind a hedge on a Sunday aftcermoon 
reading the Divine Cumedy ~ Scores of older Jews, said the Chief Rabbi, 
destitute alien toilers, bearded and earlocked, bad characters which 
compelled admiration. An ancient language, a classical language, a holy 
language was as familiar to them as was their mother-tongue, aud they 
were saturated with

Many of them had, in addition, an acquaintance with the great master 


pieces of modern thought, which they read in Hebrew or Yiddish transla. 
tions. This older type of Jew usually remained toiler to the end of his 
days. Not so his. children. They had, as a rue, been spared. the 
struccics and sufferings of the parents; but they knew little Torah and 
less ‘Talrnud, and they read neither Hamlet nor Faust, oven in Yiddish 
translation. A leader of British educational opinion, the Kt. lon. Th. A. ba, 
Fisher, some years ago declared it to be the office of cducation to 
countcract the new barbarism which city life brings upon the tnasses of a 
nation. Too many ne Wapapers, he said, too many Cincmas, too many 
distractions of the thoroughfare and of the market-place frittercd away 
the soul. It could not be seriously gainsaid that signs were not wanting 
in some sections—and not necessarily the poorer sections —of their urban 
Jewries of the Jewish soul being lkewise frittered away by the 
vulgarities and distractions of the thoroughfare and of the market-piace. 
During the fifty years of its existence the Fast London Synagogue had 
known wonderful manifestations of rare benevolence and genuine brother: 
hood, of which the latest example was the tablet unveiled that afternoon 
recording the gift of windows presented by the non-Jewish fcllow-workers 
ofthe minister of the congregation, in recognition of his forty years’ 
devotion to the welfare of his fellow-men in East London, irrespective of 
race and ereed. And yet neither the intolerance of others nor their 
genuine friendship, was of fundamental importance for the spiritual 
future of the men and woinen of that congregation. That spiritual future 
depended on themscives, on the manner in which they had been fortified 
by religious truth and conviction fer the trials and teniptations of life. 
Twenty-seven hundred years ago, in the words of the Prophet Micah, 
Judaism declared social service—-doing justly and loving mercy —to be 
two-thirds of religion. In their eyes, as in the ¢cyes of the Prophets of 
old, the cardinal sin was held to be man’s inhumanity toman: and the 
news of Jewish suffering anywhere thrilled their whole being. Under 
the guidance of their minister they were emulating that noble example. 
The energetic Orphan Aid Society in that Congregation and the ready 
response its members made to the appeal on behalf of the Victims of the 
War in Eastern Europe, proved that the men and women of East London 
were “merciful children of merciful parents.” He conciuded in. the 
words of the ancient Jewish warrior: “ Be of good. conrage; and let us 
play the men for our people, and for the cities of our God; aud the Lord 
do that which seemeth him good.” Amen. 

The service ended with the singing of Psalm CL., and the National 
Anthem. 

Stern, thanking 
him for his long and faithtul work in. East London, |

The Palestine Telegraphic Agency in Jerusalem learns that.as a 
result of a more conciliatory attitude on the part of the majority of the Arab 
population in Palestine towards the Palestine Government, and of their 
desire to co-operate with the Jews, the acting High Commissioner, Lieut.- 
Col. G. R. Symes, will recommend to the Colonial OMve in London the 
advisability of resuming negotiations with the Arab leaders for the 
restoration of the Legislative Council set up by an ordinance of 1922, and 
cancelled as the result of the Arab refusal to participate.

PALESTINE A “DEGRADED COLONY.” 


The Palestine Arab Executive has submitted to the Permanent 
Mandates Comission of the League of Nations, through the Palestine 
Administration. a memorandum, which complains, inter alia, of “ un- 
restricted Jewish immigration to Palestine.” 

The l’alest ine Administration SA\S). hnotw ithstanding the economic crisis, 
opened wide the gates of the country and allowed a flow of about 50,000 Jewish 
immigrants to swarm into the country. . . . This indiscriminate policy, 
diametrically opposed to both the recommendation of the Permanent Mandates 
Commission and to Article 6 of the Mandate, has necessarily entailed a 
disastrous economic consequence that encompassed both Arab and Jew, ; 
As Jewish immigrants could goback totheir respective countries, as they are 
doing at presen’, and thus evade the frave conse quences of their rash immicra- 
tion. the Arabs who are tied to Palestine, their own country, have to stand and 
face the calamities for which others are responsible. 


Plea for Autonomy. 

Tn practically every one of their meetin: the Perman: ut Mandates (‘om- 
mission have recommended to, and urge d the Mandatory to the “development 
of. self-governing institutions” in pursuance’ of Article 2, and to “encourage 
local autonomy pursuance of Article 3 of the Mandate. in direct 
opposition to that the conntry is how devoid of any single self-governing 
institution. besides those of religious character, and we are further away from 
jocal autonomy than the inhabitants of the decvraded colonies of Great Britain. 
The inhabitants, who, under Turkish regime, elected their Munici- 
palities, the Administrative Councils of their Districts and the Common 
Councils of their vilayets, not to mention their fair representation in the 
Parliament, find in the present system of Government a retrogression they 
have never anticipated to befall them when they are known to be morally and 
legally under the protection of the League of Nations. . . . 


This memorandum, as well as one submitted by the Jewish Agency 
with a covering letter from Dr. Weizmann, and several petitions, will be 
considered by the Mandates Commission at its Eleventh Session, which 
opens on the 20th inst. 


Municipal Elections in Palestine. 
ARAB EXTREMISTS DEFEATED. 

The final results of the Municipal Elections at Haifa, show a decisive 
victory for the Hassan bey Shukri group which opposed the list of the 
Arab Executive. This group, consisting of Moslems and Christians, was 
supported by the Jewish community of Haifa, and obtained six seats on 
the Municipal Council, while its antagonists, led by Abdel Rahman, the 
former Mayor, got only two, the Mayor himself not being returned. 

Following the example of Jerusalem and other cities, only one Jewish 
list was submitted here. No polls were necessary for the Jewish 
candidates were returned unopposed. | 

The Jewish community of Jaffa has published an appeal calling on 
all Jews to vote for the Arab list headed by Youssef Dajani and Assem 
bey Said. Youssef Dajani and his associates promise to co-operate with 
the Jews, to take care of the water supply, to improve the harbour, 
reform education, reduce expenditure, etc. The two Jewish candidates 
will be returned unopposed. 3 


British Expenditure in Palestine and Mesopotamia, 
QUESTION IN PARLIAMENT. 


In the House of Commons last week, Mr. WILL THORNE (Lab., 
Plaistow) asked the Chancellor of the Exchequer if he could state what 
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amount of money it had cost the Government since 1918 up to the financig} 
year ending March, 1927, for our commitments in Mesopotamia ee 
Palestine, and what it has cost the Government since March, 1927. up ta 
the week ending May 2\st. 

Lord STANLEY, who replied for Mr. Churchill, said: Expenditure jy 
Palestine and Iraq since Ist April, 1921, has been included in the Middle 
Eastern Services Vote, full information as to which is in the Possession 
of the House. Iam unable to give any figures for the period prior tg 
April, 1921. As my Right Honourable friend, the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, informed the Honourable Member for Wednesbury on the 
14th March last, it is not possible to calculate with any accuracy | 
much of the expenditure incurred can be said to be directly due t 
commitments in the two countries,

QUESTIONS IN PARLIAMENT. 


In the House of Commons last week, Mr. 8. SAKLATVALA (Cor. 
Battersea, N.), asked the Colonial Secretary the reasons for the act; te 
taken by the police with regard to workers’ demonstrations in Tel- A, iv, 
Jerusalem and Haifa on May Ist last; the number of people wounde:i iy 
the attacks and the number arrested and imprisoned: and have th 
arrested yet been tried and were they granted bail. 

Mr. AMERY : Police action was taken because the Communist party 
in Palestine had avowed their intention of organising illegal demonstra. 
tions in'the hope of embarrassing the Government. As a result of tha 
action, no demonstration took place at Haifa, and at Jerusalem there 
were only three minor incidents. At Tel-Aviv the municipal police made 
atbaton charge to disperse an illegal procession. lam informed that 
during the charge twelve persons were injured. Iam unable to say how 
many persons were arrested, or whether they were granted bail. 

Mr. SAKLATVALA asked if it was the right hon. gentleman's intention 
that that which was perfectly permissible and legitimate in Great 
Britain was not to be considered permissible and legitimate in Jerusalem, 

Mr. AMERY: Conditions are somewhat different in Jerusalem. One 
must trust to the jndgement of His Majesty's representative on the 
spot. 

-THE CASE OF MR. ARIE KARP. 

Mr. SAKLATVALA further asked for information regarding the charge 
brought against Mr. Arie Karp, who was sentenced to fifty days’ 
imprisonment in Palestine for publishing the Red Aid Bulletin; whether 
he was further being recommended for deportation ; and, if so, what were 
the reasons for this step. ; 

Mr. AMERY: The High Commissioner for Palestine reported on the 
3rd. May, that the individual mentioned in the question was awaiting 
trial on charges of participating in an illegal assembly and of interfering 
With the police in the performance of their duties. He was further 
charged with being a member of an illegal association. I have received 
no report on the result of his trial, and Iam not aware whether he has 
been recommended for deportation. | 


Labour Conditions in Palestine. 
REPORT TO INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE. 


A report on labour conditions in Palestine, submitted to the Inter- 
national Labour Conference at Geneva, states that “labour legislation in. 
Palestine is as yet in its infancy though a commencement has been 
made during the past twelve months.” 

The differences between Jews and Arabs cause great difficulties on all labour. 
questions (the report continues). The Arab population is accustomed to primi- 
tive conditions, and generally speaking, an Arab working for an emplover of his 
own race receives a wage much inferior to. that given to a Jew by a Jewish 
employer. Measures for the institution of uniform conditions of labour would . 
probably be helpful in improving the relations between the two elements of the 
population. 

In spite of the prevailing difficulties, the Palestine labour organisations 
have continued to be active and to carry out experiments which make the 
country an excelleat observation field. The General Confederation of Jewish 
Workers has set up various technical branches and socia! service institutions. 
These are run on a mutual aid basis, and provide for accident insurance and 
sickness insurance. Generally speaking, it may be said that the conditions of 
life and labour of Jewish workers tend to approximate to those prevailing in the 
west in such matters as standards of living, average pay, and the length of 
working hours. 


Arab Counsel on Jewish Rights. 


> 
_GILBERTIAN EPISODE AT JAFFA. 


In the Jaffa Court recently, a Jewish Communist was charged with 
resisting the police when arrested. The Counsel for the prosecution, @ 
Jew named Garkavi, asked for the deportation of the prisoner. The 
Counsel for the defence, an Arab, Sheik A!-Rareb, contended, however; 
that according to the law of the Jewish National Home a Jew could not be 
sent out of Palestine. 

The Judge sentenced the defendant to three months’ imprisonment, 
but refused to make an order for deportation. 


Mizrachi Commission in Palestine. 
TOUR OF JEWISH SETTLEMENTS. 


Chief Rabbi A. J. Kook and Rabbi Meir Berlin, member of the 
Mizrachi World Centre, have concluded their tour through the Jewish 
colonies of Galilee, where they have investigated the position of tho 
Jewish religion in all settlements. They have visited Tiberias, 
Safad, twenty-two colonies and thirteen Kvuzoth in Upper Galilee. Con- 
ferences and public meetings have been held everywhere, at which the 
observance of religious rights has been discussed. The commission 


reports that everywhere a warm reception was given to them by the 
Jewish settlers, 
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The Mizrachi Commission, assisted by the local Rabbis, is tour: 
ing the Jewish Colonies of Judea, 

The Jewish Telegraphic Agency understands that the Mizrachi Worl 
Centre is preparing a memorandum on the position of religion in Palestine, 
which will be submitted to the next Zionist Congress. 


Haifa Secondary School. 


ANNUAL REPORT, 


We have received a copy of the report for 1926 of the Hebrew 
Secondary School, Haifa, of which the following is an abstract: 


In the course of the last two vears many new pupils entered the school; in 
1925-1926 alone 150 new students were registered. The course of Hebrew studies 
has been revised, particular attention being paid to the Bible, modern !itera- 
ture, Haggada and Mishna. Much importance is attached to physical training 
and twenty miuutes’ exercise is given daily: while a sports club meets once & 
week. The last month of the academic vear. as well as one day every other 
month, is devoted to manual work. A special department for technical training 
is regarded as being essential. Full tuition fees are paid in respect of more 
than half the pupils, the remainder contributing varving sums according to their 
means. The hope is expressed that a Committee of Friends of the School will 
be created to lighten its financial burdens and allow for further progress, 


Land of Israel News in Brief. 


AT the annual general meeting of the Geulah Land Company, Ltd., 
held in Tel-Aviv, it was decided to distribute to the shareholders a 5 per 
cent. dividend for the year 1926. Ten per cent. of the net profit, 
amounting to about £E.2,000, has been allocated to the Keren Ilayesod 
and the Jewish National Fund. 


THE new Palestinian stamps in succession to the over-printed issues 
of the old Egyptian Expeditionary Force stamps have now appeared in 
the post offices of Palestine. The stamps for three and 13 milliemes of 
the new issue are pow on sale, the former in green with an illustration of 
Rachel's Tomb on the Hebron Road, the latter in blue with an illustration 
of the Dome of the Rock in Jerusalem. All stamps have inscriptions in 
Hebrew, Arabic and English. 


THE final draft of the Palestine Communities Ordinance has been 
approved by the Colonial Office and sent to Palestine, the Palestine 
Telegraphic Agency learns: The Ordinance will shortly b2 promulgated. 

A PARTY of American orthodox leaders, including Rabbi M. 5. 
Margulies, President of the Union of Orthodox Rabbis of America, has 
arrived in Palestine. A reception in their honour was given at the 
residence of Chief Rabbi Kock. 

THe first order for 500,000 wooden boxes for the jewellery trade has 
been received in Jerusalem from American jewellery manufacturers. 


AN Arab delegation is shortly to visit the Acting High Comniissioner of 


Palestine, Licut.-Col.G. R. Symes, to whom it will submit a memorandum, 
requesting the Palestine Government to grant Palestine citizenship to all 
Arabs who emigrated from Palestine aud are now unable for some reason 
to return, 

THE new Palestine postage stamps with views of Rachel's Tomb and 
the Mosque of Omar have now been issued to the public. 


The Zionist Congress. 
TO BE HELD IN BASLE. 


All difficulties in connection with the holding of the Fifteenth Zionist 
Congress in Basle, Switzerland, have now been overcome. The Congress 
will be opened there on August 30th, in accordance with the decision of 
the Actions Committee. 


The Jerusalem Electrification Scheme. 
- 
Greek Claim Against Britain. 


The Greek Government has instituted new proceedings in the Court 
of International Justice against the british Government with regard to 
concessions obtained before the war by the Greek National, Mavromatis. 
for the supply of water and electricity to Jerusalem. The Greek Govern- 
ment contends that the British Government has, by undtily delaying 
approval of plans for the re-adapted concessions, caused injury to Mavro- 
matis. It asks Great Britain therefore to make good this injury, which 
is estimated at £217,000, with interest at six percent. The case should 
be put down for hearing at the next session of the Court.—leufer,

ISSUE OF VISAS STOPPED. 


As the result of the severance of diplomatic relations between Great 
Britain and the Union of Socialist Soviet Republics and the withdrawal 
from Russian territory of the Brilish Consular Service, the Palestine 
Government has given instructions to stop until further notice the grant- 
ing of new visas for emigrants from Russia for which applications have 
been made. All those living in Russia who obtained visas for Palestine 
before the break of Anglo-Sovict relations will be allowed to enter 
Palestine as before.

intended to be a burlesque, but a seTrrous representation of provine val chy ‘m4 
in the Victorian age. The actors have well succeeded in this design. for 
beneath the stilted posturing and mouthing of the text they manaved to 
convey something resembling the naturalistic expression of human emotion, 
But | cannot believe that our vrandfathers could have 
seriously, in view of the startling introduction at the most tragic moments of 
such pleasant but irrelevant details as a skipping rope hornpipe by three of 
the principal ladies of the cast and the “ Ode to an Expiring Frog.” If the 
human intellect has advanced in nothing else, it has, surely. a finer taste in 
humour, for anything more boring than the harlequinade at the end (exc pt 
lor its historical interest) it would be difficult to imagine. 

Of the players, it is only necessary to mention Miriam Lewes, Ernest 
‘Thesiger, Hermoine Baddeley, Nadin March, Wilfred Shine and Richard 
(joolden to realise that we had a feast of character acting. Ernest lhesi: ver 
revelled in his smug assumption of painful innocence, and wonderfully con- 
veyed a sense of sincerity in the midst of his posing. Miriam Lewes vwave 
a vigorous portrayal of a worldly woman that rose in one scene of denunciation 
of men almost into the realm of tragic ert; and Hermoine Baddeley must 
be seen to be believed as the Infant Phenomenon. One thing many of our 
nctors can profitably learn fre the produ tions oft the last century, and that 
is the clear articulation that was often, as in the present production, exag- 
werated, but that did make one realise that the English language well spoken 

a joy to hear.

very high. She has a freedom and power in her bowimg arm, and a startling 
epeed and certainty in her fingering, which in combination make the most 
difficult works seem child's play. She tends at present to emphasise the 
harsher and more superficial stringy qualities of the violoncello, and fails 
adequately to exploit its full and subtle tonal depths. Tone and sheer 
musical beauty are still subordinated to technique, but they seem to be 
striving or te mastery, and in addition is coming that individual interpreta- 
tion wh'ch distinguishes the supreme artist. Miss Garbousova’s faults are 
the faults of vouth, and we look confidently to her further development 
towards the front rank of the world’s violoncellists, HCL.

Auntie’s Chat. 


IT wonder how many of my nephews and nieces can claim to have 
a Jewish library of their own. it ought to be the pride of all of you to 
have Jewish books. The" People of the Book” shonid have books. 
But too often there are Jewish houses which are totally devoid of 
Jewish books, and in many cases have not even a Hebrew Bible, and 
sometimes not even an English one. You know the story of the people 
who, when a friend wanted to look up something in the Bible had to 
ask the maid if she had one. What could be more humiliating? 


A LIBRARY OF YOUR OWN, 


Barmitzvah presents sometimes lay the foundation of a library, 
but the trouble with those books is that they are so often badly chosen, 
books that a boy will speedily grow out of and never look at again after 
a couple of years. ‘The best sort of library is that which will last and 
provide a source of pleasure and information throughout life. But we 
should not rely on presents for our library. We shall most treasure 
those books that we have acquired ourselves. lalways admire those 
boys and girls that I see sometimes browsing among the bookstalls in 
Charing Cross Road. Ihave seen them count up their pennies and 
emerge proudly with some book that they have acquired with their own 
pocket money, and it is generally a good book, for they would not waste 
their money on rubbish. That is to say, l hope they wouldn't, for lL 
have seen youngsters buying trashy papers that do them no good and 
spoil their literary tastes and give them a wrong outlook on life. One 
good book is worth a hundred such magazines. 


JEWISH BOOKS, 


But what Iam mainly urging is that Jewish boys and girls should 
possess Jewish books. We should not subject ourselves to the shame- 
ful charge of complete ignorance of our history and literature, and the 
only way to overcome that is by constant study. There could be no 
greater mistake than to suppose that these books must be dull. Far 
from it. They can be absolutely fascinating and a delight to read. 
What should be the minimum of every Young Israelite’s Jewish 
library? It ought, of course, to contain Singer’s Prayer Book-—-the 
annotated edition—by Dr. Israel Abrahams. There should be a 
Hebrew and English Bible. One day we are to have an annotated 
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Bible, but we have to wait for that. A Jewish history is essential. A 
very delightful one is “The Story of the Jewish People,” by J. M. 
Myers, of which three vclumes have so far appeared, and there is a 
bright history by Lady Magnus. For the history of the Jews in 
England, the book by A. M. Hyamson, published by the Jewish 
Historical Society, may be recommended. Your library ought to con- 
tain the Rev, Morris Joseph's “Judaism as Creed and Life,” a classic 


appreciation of the teachings and institutions of onr faith. The Chief — 


Rabbi's delightful collection, “ The Book of Jewish Thoughts,” also 
should find an honoured place on your shelves. For an insight into 
Rabbinic teachings you might turn to the Rey. S. Levy’s" Treasures of 
the ‘Talmud ” or Dayan Dr. Feldman’s “ The Parable and Similes of the 
tabbis.” Jewish girls will like to possess “*The Ways of Her House- 


- hold,” by Dayan Lazarus, which gives an account of Jewish require- 


ments inthe home. There should be some poetry. Mrs. ‘Salaman’s 
“Songs ci Exile,” Mrs. Lucas’s ‘The Jewish Year,” Zangwill’s “Gabirol,” 
Mrs. Salaman’s “Jehuda Halevy,” are among the best translations of 
ancient Hebrew poetry, while a very charming book is the version of 
the Zemiroth, by Mr. and Mrs. Herbert Loewe. Mention should be 
made also of Israel Abrahams’'s “Jewish Life in the Middle Ages,” 
Sehechter’s “Studies in Judaism,” Israel] Cohen's “Jewish Life in 
Modern Times.” Icould, of course, greatly extend this list. I have 
indicated, however, how easy it is to build upa Jewish library that will 
givea good insight into the main features of our history and literature, 
and would urge that it should be the ambition of all my nephéws 
and nieces to possess and study some, at least, of these books. 
Jewish books should be an essential part of the equipment of every 
true Jewish home.

JEWS AND INTELLECTUALISM. 


THE QUESTIONS AT IssuE.—Are Jews predominantly intellectual ? 
If so, is it good for the race and the world at large that they sheu'd be 
80? In other words, which is better for the Jew to cultivate—brains 
ov brawn, mind or muscle? Can the Jew hold his own mainly by his 
intellectual power? How will Jewish intellectualism react on anti- 
Semitism? Is it healthy-for a people to engage in intellectual callings 
at the expense of those of a manual or purely “business” nature ? 
flow will Jewish intellectualism affect the upbuilding of Palestine ? 
Finally, is it healthy for a people to be one-sided or “top-heavy” by 
being predominantly intellectual ? 

Myer Domnitz, Londonderry, writes: “ ‘Intellect’ is certainly 
justified in the view he takes up, within certain limits. I would agree 
with him that the cultivation of the intellect is essential if we wish to 
retain our high standard of civilisation. Yet, on practical grounds, we 
can scarcely assume that intellectualism is the ‘be-all and end-all 
here.’
